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A very interesting program of slides on 
“Extreme Ultraviolet Elplorer Satellite” was 
presented by William T. Marchant, who is 
Senior Programmer, Center for EUV 
Astrophysics at UC Berkeley. Bill, KCOROL, 
is a member of MDARC. 


The Explorer satellite has 4 telescopes, three 
about the size of garbage cans and one about 6 
feet tall. It will go into orbit on May 28th via a 
Delta rocket, which is one of the first rockets 
basically not of military history. It is 120 feet 
tall and 10 feet in diameter. 


EUVE Spacecraft configuration shows 
different modules and _ their uses: 
communications, data, antenna pointing, and 
attitude control. Motion is controlled by 
gyroscopes instead or rocket boosters, since the 
gas could contaminate the mirrors of the 
telescopes. Tracking stations sent info to one 
ground station at White Sands.

MDARC and RRRG Pass Resolutions 
on NARCC Repeater Proposal 


At the March MDARC General Meeting, a 
motion was passed to oppose the current 
NARCC proposal regarding future 
coordination of repeaters with omni-directional 
antennas and/or located on mountaintops. The 
Board was directed to draft the formal text of 
the resolution. This is the text of the resolution 
drafted by the Board: 


MT. DIABLO AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
and its 
ROCKY RIDGE REPEATER GROUP 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS THE MT. DIABLO AMATEUR 
RADIO CLUB has previously gone on record 
supporting and endorsing the Northern 
Amateur Relay Council of California, Inc. 
(NARCC) as its coordinating authority, 


AND WHEREAS NARCC performs a 
valuable service to amateur radio, 


AND WHEREAS NARCC has under 
consideration a _ proposal which would 
eventually eliminate amateur radio repeaters 
located at high elevations, and those linked, 
except for repeaters in the ARES or RACES 
services, 


AND WHEREAS the members of the Mt. 
Diablo Amateur Radio Club at a duly called 
meeting on March 20, 1992, considered the 
proposal before the Board of Directors of 
NARCC and unanimously voted to direct their 
representative before NARCC to OPPOSE the 
resolution which would eliminate high level 
and linked repeaters, 


AND WHEREAS high level wide area and 
linked repeaters represent amateur radio 
communications ability and expertise, and 
availability in time of widespread disaster, but 
may also represent selfish use of available 
spectrum, 


AND FURTHER, the members of the Mt. 
Diablo Amateur Radio Club, by unanimous 
vote, respectfully ask the Board of Directors of 
NARCC to seek a more moderate approach to 
resolution of the problem of overlapping 
broadcast signals than elimination of high level 
repeaters, regardless of emergency affiliation 
or service. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that 
the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club reaffirms 
NARCC as its coordinating representative but 
opposes the manner in which NARCC is 
attempting to resolve the issue of overlapping 
repeater use, and directs its representative to 
OPPOSE the proposal.

NARCC Proposal Goes 
Down to Defeat

SACRAMENTO -- (April 4) - A proposal to 
stop sanctioning high level repeaters, and 
possibly eliminate all but those used for 
ARES/RACES operations += was__ soundly 
defeated at the quarterly Northern Amateur 
Relay Council of California (Inc.) (NARCC) 
meeting here. 


The session, held at the UC Davis Cancer 
Research Center auditorium, was jammed to 
capacity by nearly 250 hams representing 
about 123 repeater systems stood ready to 
defend their “territory.” 


The potentially explosive issue was disarmed 
by President John Kerncamp and 440 Mhz 
coordinator Bob Wilkins. Wilkins indicated 
that the issue had been put on the agenda by 
the NARCC board when it could not decide 
how to handle the issue of too few repeaters, 
and possible misuse of available spectrum. 


Following a quick unanimous vote which 
quickly scuttled the proposal to eliminate “high 
level” repeaters (such as those operated by 
MDARC on Mt. Diablo) most of the audience 
left, but those remaining “rolled up their 
sleeves” and decided to tackle the “problem” 
headlong. 


Representatives of NARCC sanctioned 
repeaters identified 10 problem areas and 
resolved to attempt to find solutions. The 
problems include: 


1) Duplicate coverage of areas by repeaters 
2) New repeaters/operators 

3) New hams 

4) “Open” versus “Closed” repeaters and 


possibly adding a third “Private” 
category. 


5) Readdress the issue of multiple repeaters 
on the same band owned by a single 
group or owner. 


6) Criteria for sanctions -- Justification 
issue 


7) Define terminology “High” and “Low “ 
level 


8) Define “interference” 
9) Communications 
10) “Ego” or “personalities” 


The 10 areas will be identified in a survey to be 
sent to the “ad hoc” committee, and then will 
be addressed at the next meeting of the 
NARCC board. 


NARCC also replaced six of its 10 members, 
including Dr. George Jones, KI6YK (MDARC 
Membership Chairman) who did not seek 
reelection. Voted into office were: KJ6VU, 
George, San Jose; N6GSM, Greg, Corcoran; 
WBOGVF, Jim, San Jose; K6LQT, Lee, 
Auburn; K6IXA, Grady, Atwater and KGO6FV, 
Bob, Penryn. All but KG6FV will serve two 
year terms. KG6FV will serve the remainder 
of the term of a member who resigned. 


NARCC is the coordinating body for repeaters 
in Northern California.

WARC ‘92. Amateur Radio did not gain any frequencies nor were any lost at this 
conference. There will be no change in the 40 meter band for now. HF 
Broadcasting was NOT expanded as much as had been proposed, hence there was not 
sufficient support for the realignment of the 40 meter band. However, the 
conference did adopt a recommendation that a future conference should consider 
the possibility of aligning the allocations to the Amateur service around 7 MHz 
with due regard to the requirements of the other services. Congratulations for a 
jod well done go to the |ARU WART team for a job well done. Your May, 1992 QS7 
will have an article about the recent WARC.
